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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  East  Kingston,  New  Hampshire : 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  third  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Since  such  a  report  can  be 
given,  in,  part  at  least,  more  efficiently  by  statistics  than  in 
any  other  way,  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  accom- 
panying tables. 

The  enrollment  as  of  January  1,  of  the  current  year, 
of  all  East  Kingston  pupils  in  all  grades  is  recorded  in 
Table  I.  The  total  is  smaller  by  seven  than  that  of  a  year 
ago.  Table  H  gives  the  statistics  of  the  local  schools  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1943  and  Table  HI  shows  the  same 
facts  for  the  last  ten  years.  The  total  enrollment  of  last 
year  is  one  of  the  smallest  in  the  ten  year  period  and  the 
percent  of  attendance  one  of  the  best.  It  was  the  best  of 
all  schools  in  Union  No.  16  as  will  be  seen  in  Table  IV. 
(Parents  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  responsibility  in 
this  regard.)  This  Table  also  shows  other  items  of  interest- 
ing comparison.  It  should  be  noted  that,  as  regards  the  cost 
of  education  per  $1,000  of  equalized  valuation.  East  Kings- 
ton's place  in  the  two  hundred  forty-one  districts  of  the 
state  has  in  recent  years  steadily  moved  toward  lower  cost. 
Its  midway  place  in  this  matter  in  the  districts  of  this  Union 
is  shown  in  Table  VI. 

Further  evidence  of  the  good  attendance  spoken  of 
above  is  found  in  Table  VII.  The  four  boys  named  there  are 
to  be  congratulated  on  their  record. 

The  work  of  Mrs.  Philbrick  and  Mrs.  Chadwick  as 
regular  teachers  and  that  of  Miss  Beaton  as  a  special 
teacher  of  music  is  constantly  maintained  at  the  usual  high 
level.  The  regular  work  of  the  schools  is  frequently  evalu- 
ated informally  by  inspection  and  supervision,  and  at  the 
>end  of  the  school  year  more  formally  by  the  usual  stand- 
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ardized  achievement  tests.  The  teachers  are  excellent  and" 
obtain  admirable  results.  The  same  results  come  to  Miss 
Beaton  in  her  teaching  of  music  and  are  evident  always  to- 
you  in  the  public  exhibition  w^hich  she  gives. 

For  temporary  and  personal  reasons,  Mrs.  Cooper's 
time  as  school  nurse  in  all  the  districts  which  she  serves,  is 
this  year  reduced  in  amount.  It  is,  however,  of  its  usual 
highly  satisfactory  quality.  Her  report  and  that  of  Miss 
Beaton  are  commended  to  your  attention. 

The  efficiency  of  a  school  in  our  New  England  climate 
depends  much  on  the  quality  of  school  buildings  and  the 
care  taken  of  them.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  trustees 
of  Brown's  Academy,  to  the  average  tax  payer's  willing-^ 
ness  to  pay  taxes  for  schools  and  to  the  sense  of  responsi- 
bility of  our  janitor,  Robert  Baldwin,  East  Kingston  enjoys 
well  cared  for  buildings  quite  adequate  to  its  needs. 

A  year  ago  in  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools  in 
Union  No.  16,  I  noted  that  we,  in  this  Union,  had  been  for- 
tunate in  being  able,  up  to  that  date,  to  conduct  our 
schools  in  a  fairly  normal  way  as  regards  material  supplies 
and  teaching  personnel.  Since  that  time,  general  procure- 
ment of  replacing  or  substitute  teachers  has  become  in-^ 
creasingly  difficult,  especially  in  the  many-graded  rural 
schools  and  in  the  high  schools.  However  we,  in  this  Union, 
are  still  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  most  of  our  teach- 
ers and  to  find  satisfactory  substitutes  for  those  who  have 
left  our  service.  The  school  boards  of  our  Union  have, 
through  the  years,  created  generally  satisfactory  working 
conditions  in  the  schools,  and  parents  have  in  the  main 
been  extremely  co-operative  with  school  boards  and  teach- 
ers in  the  whole  process  of  education.  Some  salaries  have 
been  increased  and  placed  on  a  schedule  basis.  A  con- 
tinuance of  these  policies  will  go  far  toward  the  mainten- 
ance of  good  schools  in  the  uncertain  years  ahead  and  I  be- 
speak your  sympathetic  interest  to  that  end.  Another  year 
of  war  finds  its  influence  on  education  of  increasing  im- 
portance. Some  mention  of  the  war,  at  least  in  its  geo- 
graphical aspects,  some  thought  about  it,  some  participa- 
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tion  in  its  various  ramifications  such  as  Red  Cross  activi- 
ty and  stamp  and  war  bond  buying,  is  of  daily  occurrence 
in  all  grades  from  the  first  to  the  twelfth  at  which  latter 
point,  all  able  bodied  boys  expect  to  become  a  part  of  the 
armed  forces.  All  the  teachers  of  Union  No.  16  feel  the 
weight  of  their  responsibility  in  this  matter.  This  is  their 
contribution  to  the  war  effort.  They  rejoice  in  their  oppor- 
tunity to  train  pupils  not  only  in  academic  and  mechanical 
skills,  but  also  to  cultivate  in  their  charges  the  highest 
ideals  of  the  democratic  way  of  life  in  which,  we  believe, 
lies  the  only  secure  and  lasting  happiness  for  all  people. 

The  deep  interest  of  school  board,  parents  and  other 
citizens  in  their  schools  is  very  much  appreciated  by  all 
those  who  are  in  daily  care  of  the  schools

14  EAST  KINGSTON  SCHOOL  REPORT 


Report  of  tlie  Supervisor  of  Music 


To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board  of  East  Kingston, 
N.  H.: 

I  hereby  submit  a  report  of  activities  in  music  for  the 
year  1942-43. 

The  time  allotment  for  East  Kingston  is  one-half  hour 
per  week  for  each  room. 

In  teaching  music  in  the  primary  grades  there  are  two 
principal  aims  which  I  carry  out  as  far  as  possible.  First, 
to  teach  a  sufficient  number  of  simple  rote  songs  to  give 
the  child  an  opportunity  to  become  conscious  of  his  singing 
voice  and  through  this  to  become  aware  of  light,  pleasant 
tone  and  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  individual  singing. 
This  in  addition,  of  course,  to  the  pleasure  derived  from 
singing  a  familiar  song  alone  or  in  chorus.  The  second  aim 
is  to  introduce  note  reading.  We  plan  to  accomplish  only 
the  simplest  note  reading  at  this  level,  consisting  for  the 
most  part  of  tonic  chords  and  simple  scale  passages  while 
the  theory  consists  mainly  of  a  knowledge  of  the  position 
of  the  tonic,  the  uper  half  of  the  measure  signature  and 
the  notation  for  one,  two,  three  and  four  beat  notes. 

In  the  upper  grades  the  singing  is  by  note  with  the  ex- 
ception of  occasional  holiday  or  folk  songs.  Songs  are  sung 
in  one  and  two  parts.  Six-eight  measure,  the  simple  use  of 
chromatics  found  in  songs  sung,  simple  triplet  groups,  let- 
ters of  the  degrees  of  the  staff  and  all  the  symbols  of  nota- 
tion as  found  in  the  songs,  make  up  the  greater  part  of 
the  theory. 

I  extend  to  Mrs.  Philbrick  and  Mrs.  Chadwick  my  ap- 
preciation of  their  splendid  co-operation.
